Halifax, July 7.—Sixty miles south 


of Sable the French Transatlantic com- 
pany's steamer, La Bourgogne, which 
left New York Saturday, July 2, for 
Havre, carrying 714 passengers and 
crew %nd a cargo valued at $21,851, col- 
lided with the British ship Cromarty- 
shire in a dense fog at 5 a. m., Monday. 


Only 163 passengers were saved, this 


number including almost the entire 
crew, who murdered passengers and 
threw them out of the boats so as to 
make sure o! saving themselves. 


More than half the passengers on the 


ill-fated steamer were women and chil- 
dren. Not a child was saved and only 
one woman,Mrs. A. D. LaCassaz, wife of 
a teacher of languages at Plainfleld, 
N. J., lives to tell ihe story. 


When the passengers went on deck 


to get Into *.he boats they were forced 
back by the sailors who crowded into 
the boats themselves. 
Many o£ the 


boats could have accommodated sev- 
eral more 'han occupied, 
but every 


time a drowning p?rson tried to climb 
he was promptly killed by a sailor. 


August Pourgi said he was in the 


•water about half an hour and attempt- 
ed to get into a boat. He was seized 
when he managed to get half in and 
was thrown back 
into 
the 
water. 


Again he tried to enter the boat hut 


blue -and his body is terribly bruised 
from the blows he received. 
- ' 


Patrick McKeown is an intelligent 


young Irishman from Wilmington, Del. 
He is indignant at-the brutal «crew. 
He was more fortunate than most of 
his fellow passengers and got on a raft 
when the Bourgogne Avas sinking. One 
of the wors', sights he said he ever saw 
was the marder of an American with 
Avhom he had become acquainted on 
board the steamer. This man, whose 
name he cannot recall, was from Phil- 
adelphia, where he has a wife ard 
family. The Philadelphia!! was trying 
to get on a raft not far distant from 
the one McKeown was on. A French 
sailor grabbed half an oar and beat 
him over the forehead. 


Charles Duttweiler, a German, man- 


aged by an interpreter to tell his story. 
It is this: He got in a boat which AVBS 
tied fast to the ship and stayed in it 
until he saw

To remainlonger. He jumped, but was 
carried doAvn in the whirlpool made by 
the sinking steamer.

The two men were taken from the 


car with some difficulty. 
Bauer was 


taken to his home on Findlay street 
and'Wykoff to the city hospital. The 
latter was found to have sustained an 
extensive compound fracture of the 
skull. 
He never regained conscious- 


ness, although 
physicians 
worked 


with him all night long. He died at 
six o'clock this morning. His father 
came up from Harden and wtis with 
his son when he died. The unfortun- 
ate man was about twenty-two years 
of age and lived at Harden. He was 
unmarried. He hud been working 
about the yards at Harden for several 
years helping switch etc., and was 
called "Handy Bill1 by the C. P. & 
V. men. He was taken on as extra 
brakeman about six weeks ago. His 
remains were taken to Harden this 
afternoon for burial. 


Conductor Bauer's injuries, while 


painful, arc not very serious.
